NEW YORK (UPI) —The oil 
crisis may doom the diesel 
locomotive to extinction nearly 
as fast as it killed the old 
“steam hog,” an expert in 
computerized 
transportation 
control said today. 
“The railroads ultimately will 
have to go back to burning 
coal, but they won’t use it to 
make steam. They will use it to 
generate electricity, and the 
nation will have to electrify its 
rail system at a cost of many 
billions,” said David Jarrett, 
president of Computer Identic», 
Inc., of Westwood, Mass. 
Collins' firm designs comput­ 
erized container and vehicle 
identification and control sys­ 
tems for the railroads, truck­ 
ling lines, th e U.S. Postal 
Service, 
state highway toll 
departments and ocean ship­ 
ping lines. 
The steam engine began to 
disappear from American rail­ 
ways before World War II and 
was gone by 1960, replaced by 
the 
diesel-electric 
and 
the 
direct-drive diesel. The disap­ 
pearance was so complete that 
when an English millionaire 
brought the famous steam 
locomotive Flying Scot to the 
United States for a tour a few 
years ago he had to make 
elaborate arrangements to get 
water and coal delivered to the 
engine on the way. All the 
water towers and coal chutes 
on 
American 
railways had 
vanished. 


Collins is not unsupported in 
his opinion. Rep. Brock Adams, 
D-Wash., a House expert on 
transportation, recently told the 
fifth 
national 
transportation 
forum in Washington that he 
would introduce legislation to 
inaugurate 
a 
study of 
a 
proposal to electrify the na­ 
tion’s railroad system so coal 
could be used as the basic fuel. 
However, Adams did not 
adovcate immediate electrifica­ 
tion of all the nation’s railways. 
He said he had been told that 
only about 22,000 miles of 
trunkiines had

sufficient 
traffic density to justify the 
expense now. The 
cost of 
electrifying these 22,000 miles 
could run to $3 billion, but he 
said electrification would pro­ 
duce 
substantial 
equipment 
maintenance savings and great­ 
er utilization of locomotives 
over a longer span. 
Collins said that, as pe­ 
troleum becomes more expen­ 
sive and the demand for it 
expands, it will become feasible 
to electrify more of the rail 
system so it can use any basic 
fuel that becomes available as 
well as coal. 
While electrifying the lines, 
Collins said, roadbeds on the 
mainlines should be improved, 
even if thus has to be one 
partly at public expense. 
American railway roadbeds 
often are inferior to European 
roadbeds even though they are 
expected to support heavier 
rolling stock.

Overweight Cart 
Small, slim cars were the 
style a few years ago. But some 
cars have been putting on 
pounds since, guzzling more gas 
and spouting pollution. 
A “typical” standard-size car 
for example, gained almost a 
thousand pounds from 1965 to 
1973. Gas mileage for the 
typical car dropped 20 per cent 
for that period. 
Car manufacturers blame air 
pollution controLs for the gas 
m i l e a g e drops. But the 
government’s 
Environmental 
Protection Agency assembled 
annual data on more than 2,000 
different models over a 15-year 
period. EPA concluded that 
weight, not pollution controls, is 
the biggest cause of declining 
gas mileage—with air con­ 
ditioning, pollution controls, and 
automatic transmission follow­ 
ing in that order. 
Air conditioning, the EPA 
reckons, cuts fuel economy 
about 9 per cent for a full-size 
car; this can reach 20 per cent 
on a hot day in urban traffic. 
And 
automatic transmission 


reduces gas mileage another 5 
per cent. 
Fat cars are the ones using 
more fuel in an energy crisis, 
pumping more noxious rra«es 
into an already polluted at­ 
mosphere, and chewing up more 
space on our bulging highways. 
For slim cars weighing in at 
3,500 pounds or less, fuel 
economy has actually improved. 
As “typical” cars go up in 
weight and down in fuel 
economy, the buying public is 
taking note. Ford reports that 
38 per cent of the new cars 
sold in the first quarter of 1973 
were smaller than typical size, 
compared with only 21 per cent 
in 1969. 
Driving smaller, lighter cars 
and using open windows to keep 
cool on hot days is one way 
to 
cut 
gas 
guzzling 
and 
pollution. Leaving your car at 
home when-ever possible and 
using public transit is another 
good way to fight air pollution. 
And as you live and breathe, 
give more to Christmas Seals. 
They help fight air pollution and 
other threats to your lungs.

Methanol Possible Remedy To Fuel Shortage 


A recent story by William 
Hines and copyrighted by the 
Chicago Daily News suggest»

methanol, 
commonly 
known as “wood alcohol," is a 
possible answer to the fuel 
shortage. 
Hines story is based on the 
lead story in the December 
issue of the journal “Science,” 
published by the American

vancement of Science. 
The story says that methanol 
can be a short and long range 
solution to the gasoline shor­ 
tage. In the short run it can 
be used as an additive to 
gasoline. In the long range can 
be a renewable energy source 
quite independent of limited and 
depletatole fossil-fuel resources 
such as coal and oil. 
“Garbage and other urban 
solid waste, 
manure 
from 
feedkrts, trash timber and other 
c o m m e r c i a l l y valueless 
vegetation, and even the output 
of sewage treatment plants are 
all potential raw materials for 
methanol refineries.”

U niversity, Dr. G regcr says the 
answ ers 
depend 
on 
several 
factors. 
For 
exam ple, th ere’* 
the factor of quality. 


“ Consum ers need to consider 
the taste, texture, and color of 
the convenience product,” Dr. 
G rocer 
says... 
‘If 
it 
isn’t ap­ 
pealing to the, fam ily, it’s not 
a bargain — no m atter how 
inexpensive 
or 
w hat 
a 
tim e 
saver it is!’” 


You should also com pare the 
cost of a convenience product 
to the cost of ingredients for 
the recipe. The specialist notes 
that the convenience food may 
actually be cheaper. 
“ R em em ber,” 
s h. e 
adds, 
“ your tim e is valuable, too. If 
you arc etxrem ely busy o r don’t 
enjoy 
cooking, 
you 
may 
be 
willing to pay for convenience 
foods 
that 
cost 
m ore 
than 
conventional ingredients.” 
To discover the tru e cost of 
convenience foods, Dr. G regcr 
did som e com parison shoppung 
in West L afayette, Indiana, in 
D ecem ber 1973. She com pared 
the cost of dinner-in-a-box and 
a 
cake 
mix 
with 
their 
con­ 
ventional 
c o u n t e r p a r t s . 
A lthough prices may vary in 
different 
areas, 
D r. 
G regcr’s 
calculations 
can 
serve 
as 
a 
guide to consum ers. 
The specialist found that the 
dinner-in-a-dish mix containing 
noodles and a seasoning packet 
cost 
5 
cents. 
However, 
a 
hom em aker could buy virtually 
the sam e thing by selecting a 
package of egg noodles for 21 
cents and a packet of beef stew 
seasoning for 23 cents — for 
a total of 44 cents. 
Thus, sim ilar foods, packaged 
separately, cost 
11 
cents less 
than the dinner-in-a-box,*' Dr. 
G reger observes, adding that a 
hom em aker 
could 
save 
even 
m ore by using a bouillon cube 
and 
herbs 
rath er 
than 
a 
package of seasoning mix. 
But not all convenience foods 
are 
more 
expensive, 
as 
Dr. 
G reger 
proved 
w hen 
she 
com pared the cost of a cake 
mix with a cake m ade from 
“ scratch .” The sto re-brand cake 
mix for a 13 by 9-inch yellow 
cake cost 33 cents, and the two 
eggs required brings the total 
cost to 48 cents. 
However, a sim ilar “ scratch” 
cake m ade with m argarine cost 
57 cents — nine cents m ore than 
the mix cake, And the mix cake 
required less tim e and effort, 
too! 
“ Of 
course,’ 
Dr. 
G reger 
points out, 
“ you 
m ay decide 
th at your hom em ade 
cake is 
b etter than a mix cake and is 
worth the added expense. But 
don’t 
forget, 
th at 
a 
hungry 
fam ily may not even notice the 
difference.” 
So 
you 
see 
th e 
specialist 
con, c lude s, 
con v e n i e nee 
foods 
m ay be a bargain. 
But con­ 
sum ers 
have 
to 
do 
a

com parative 
shopping 
to 
tell

Over a period of many years covering vehicular 
accidents, we have seen a number of them—and in 
most cases these smash-ups should not have 
created any injury at all. 
So what happened? Well, people who should have 
known better were carrying a can of gasoline in the 
trunk It all started with a simple collision of the 
fender-bender variety. But the impact set off the 
extra gasoline 
A short time ago. we mentioned this sort of 
hazard on the basis of investigations made by the 
National Safety Council and. despite numerous 
warnings, publicized throughout the country,, an 
increasing number of car owners apparently are 
taking the risk of carrying an extra load of gasoline 
in a five-gallon container in the trunk. 
People are being killed by this foolish act, and 
unless others “see the light" in this world, they’re 
taking an awful risk of seeing it in the next. 
As someone put it recently, carrying gasoline in 
the trunk of a car is mightly close to arson Perhaps 
it isn’t legal arson, but the results can be the same. 
No driver has the right to subject himself and 
others to such a hazard. 
There are. of course, exceptions, such as briefly 
transporting a small can of gasoline directly from a 
filling station to home for use in a snowblower or 
law mower Even that is a hazard but minimized if 
the trip is very short and every reasonable safety 
precaution is taken 
But carrying extra gasoline around because of 
the fuel shortage just doesn’t make any kind of 
sense.

For the present, Armstrong is 
glad, the state, through the De­ 
partment of Natural Resources 
division of museums and me­ 
morials, has bought the old city 
hall as a permanent site for 
the museum.. The state had. been 
leasing it from the City of Indi­ 
anapolis for $1 a year, but the 
arrangement was subject to 
change or cancelation every 
four years. 
1 While we were leasing we 
realy couldn’t develop our exhi­ 
bits too well because we had 
to get permission almost before 
we could even drive a nail into 
a wall," Armstrong said. “It 
was also more difficult to get 
private sources to support de­ 
velopment of the museum be­ 
cause we could not even give 
them any guarantee that we 
would continue to have a place 
to put our displays.” 
Expect No Big Changes 
No massive changes are con­ 
templated on the museum at the 
present time, but on a tour of 
the bulding, Armstrong explain­ 
ed how ownership gave museum, 
staff more opportunities to de­ 
velop the museum as a "live-in 
educational experience." 
Paul Greenwalt, assistant to 
the director of natural resourc­ 
es,. commented after purchase 
of the building that few people 
who had seen the state museum 
when it was in the basement 
of the Statehouse would recog­ 
nize It now. The joke used, to 
be that the museum consisted 
of a dusty case and a cloud of 
dust in the basement of t h e 
Statehouse,” he said. 
Stopping by one of the dusty 
cases, Armstrong told how theo­ 
ries of display had changed and 
pointed out how objects display­ 
ed in it tended to be simple. 
The glassed-in shelves contained 
an assortment of arrowheads, a 
piece of rope once used in a 
hanging and other knicknacks. 
"At the time the museum mov­ 
ed here, the state had hundreds 
of two-foot cases built to line 
the walls to display things” 
without consulting with profes­ 
sional museum organizers, Arm­ 
strong' said. ‘This was an im­ 
provement in some senses, but 
we were still very limited in the 


kinds of things we could show. 
You can’t put a four-foot saw 
into a, two-foot ease. 
Part of Scene 
"The new approach in exhibit 
technique is to open up your 
displays so the viewer can feel 
he is actually part of the scene 
being shown," he said. “He add­ 
ed that some of the displays 
being planned would include ob­ 
jects visitors could touch and a 
cluster of exhibits on the state’s 
early history would be a “walk 
through history." 
The entrance will simulate a 
rock overhang with two pre-his- 
toric Indians fashioning an elk’s 
antler into a weapon. The twist­ 
ing path will lead past displays 
of the livestyle of the state’s 
earliest inhabitants, include ex­ 
hibits' on the various tribes who 
lived in the state during histor­ 
ic times, show the arrival of 
French trappers, other whites 
and end up in a log cabin from 
the early 1820s. 
‘It will be built through sev­ 
eral rooms without changing any 
existing walls but will give visi­ 
tors a much better feel for the 
state’s heritage than they could 
get simply by staring at row aft­ 
er row of cases,” Armstrong 
said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — In 
the late 1950s, it was political 
chic to embrace tbe theory that 
the country needed nothing so 
much as a real take-charge 
President. 
The promise of an activist 
presidency was a major ele­ 
ment of John Kennedy’s 1960 
campaign. But his victory was 
so narrow that he never really 
dared to try it out, with the 
possible exception of the Cuban 
missile crisis. 
The theory got its test after 
Lyndon Johnson and Richard 
Nixon won big mandates in 1964 
and 1972. Both expanded the 
traditional limits of presidential 
power and both got the country 
into nasty situations. This has 
made the Cult of the Strong 
Presidency about as popular as 
snake handling in church and 
propelled 
a 
number 
of 
its 
former true believers into print 
with recantations. 
Witness Arthur M. Schlesing­ 
er Jr., the political historian 
whose works on the Jackson 
and 
Franklin Roosevelt eras 
could be taken as manuals for 
presidential 
activists. 
In 
his 
latest 
book, 
“The 
Imperial 
Presidency,” he says in his 
Foreword: 
“Presidential Mystique” 
“Especialy in the Twentieth 
Century, the circumstances of 
an increasingly perilous world 
as well as of an increasingly 
interdependent 
economy 
and 
society seemed to compel a 
larger concentration of authori­ 
ty in the presidency. It must be 
said that historians and politi­ 
cal 
scientists, 
this 
writer 
among them, contributed to the 
rise of the presidential mys­ 
tique.” 
What has this led to? Says 
Schlesinger: “The constitution­ 
al 
presidency—as 
events 
so 
apparently 
disparate 
as 
the 
Indochina War and the Water­ 
gate 
affair 
showed 
— 
has 
become the imperial presidency 
and 
threatens 
to 
be 
the 
revolutionary presidency.'* 
Academics 
like 
Schlesinger 
are not the only source of “mea 
culpa” pleas. Sen. J. William 
Fulbright wrote laat year in his 
book “The Crippled Giant” that 
“ celebrants of the presidency 
have found it appropriate” in 
recent years to reconsider the 
notion that the chief executive 
was 
“the 
fountainhead 
of 
w i s d o m , 
creativity 
and 
humanitarianism in politics.” 
“I do not say this with any 
personal 
pleasure 
or 
pride, 
because I myself was among 
those who took an ingenuous 
view of presidential power until 
the disaster of Vietnam com­ 
pelled me to re-evaluate my 
position.” Fulbright wrote. 
Reassert Authority 
Most 
who 
now 
see 
a 
“runaway presidency” do not 
favor over-reaction. The usual 
prescription is for Congress to 
reassert 
its 
authority 
and 
reclaim powers assumed (or 
usurped) 
by 
recent 
White 
House occupants. 
The 
problem 
with 
th a t- 
recognized by Schlesinger and 
Fulbright but ignored by others 
—is that Congress has been the 
willing victim for much of the 
presidential rip-off. 
It was, after all, Congress 
that overwhelmingly gave John­ 
son the Tonkin Gulf resolution 
in 1964 with little debate; did 
nothing to stop its use to fight a 
major war; 
did not act to 
rescind it until 1971. 
It was Congress, too, that 
gave Nixon power to impose 
wage and price controls in 1972 
and 
Congress 
that 
is 
now 
preparing to hand him power to 
make all kinds of decisions on 
energy, inciuduig gasoline ra ­ 
tioning. 
Congress obviously cannot fly 
the 
B52s, 
supervise 
grocery 
prices 
or 
pass 
out 
ration 
coupons. 
But 
it 
can 
decide 
whether such things should be 
done instead 
of voting time 
after time to let the President 
make vital decisions on specific 
questions of national policy. 
This kind of lawmaking has 
been described as preparing for 
emergencies 
and 
promoting 
efficiency.

also has been 
called 
political 
buck-passing. 
Whichever fits, the effect is the 
same—to sell out congressional 
power. 


quietly near the end of last

Avoid Defeatist Attitude 


The Republican professionals 
are not discounting Watergate, 
but there’s not much they can 
do 
about 
it 
and 
they

determined to avoid a defeatist 
attitude until it blows over. 
In some districts, there has 
been a GOP search for “ Mr. 
Clean” to carry the banners. 
H o w e v e r , the professionals 
have a mistrust for candidates 
who have not proved them­ 
selves in previous campaigns. 
They have found that more 
often 
than 
not, 
the 
novice 
plunging 
into 
the 
big-time 
makes a fool of himself in a 
major campaign. 
The Republican professionals 
don’t go along with the theory 
that incumbents are in trouble 
because Watergate may have 
generated 
a 
voter 
rebellion 
against all politicians. They are 
not inclined to make sweeping 
national 
predictions 
because 
they plan for each race as a 
separate campaign unto itself, 
with little consideration for the 
national picture. However one 
top Republican sees a chance 
for the party to come out this 
way in November: 
A stalemate in the Senate; a 
slight gain for the GOP in 
governorships (the Republicans 
hold only 18 now); a Republi­ 
can pickup of perhaps eight to 
12 seats in the House. 
If that prediction—or hope— 
comes to pass, it would mean 
that the Republican party had 
survived the worst scandal in 
its history better than most 
people expect.

W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) - 
Farm ers will be required to 
certify they’re adopting ener­ 
gy-conserving practices as part 
of the new government fuel 
allocation 
program, 
officials 
said today. 
The regulations put farmers 
and a number of other user 
groups in a priority d ass which 
is eligible to get supplies equal­ 
ling 100 per cent of current 
needs for fuels including gaso­ 
line and diesel oil. All such 
users, accordiag to the regula­ 
tions, also must certify “ they 
have energy-conservation pro­ 
grams in effect.” 
Bruce Starnes, an aide in the 
Agriculture Department’s ener­ 
gy section, said officials in the 
Federal Energy Office, which 
operates 
the 
allocation 
pro­ 
grams. have not yet ruled on 
specifically how the certifica­ 
tion requirement will be ap­ 
plied. 
It is possible Starnes said, 
that farmers might be told to 
file compliance statements with 
their regular oil or gas sup­ 
pliers. He said the regulation 
does not specify what energy- 
conserving practices must be 
pledged by farmers, but he 
added the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment is publicizng 3 wide range 
of methods ranging from careful 
maintenance of equipment to 
greater use of low-tillage culti­ 
vation systems.

and 
farmers cooperate by practic­ 
ing fuel conservation, producers 
should be able to expand acre­ 
age as much as they would 
have in the absence of a fuel 
pinch.

Connally Is 
Speaker At GOP 
Event In Indy 


INDIANAPOLIS 
( U P I ) - 
John B. Connally, whose name 
is usually included in any spec­ 
ulation about 1976 Republican 
presidential 
candidates,

san” Impeachment proceedings 
against President Nixon could 
seriously damage the American 
governmental system. 
Connally, a former Texas gov­ 
ernor who has served as Nix­ 
on s secretary of the treasury 
and was secretary of the Navy 
under President John F. Ken­ 
nedy, 
spoke 
here 
Thursday 
night. He was the main speaker 
at the annual Beefsteak Dinner 
of the Columbia Club, whose 
origin was

Republican 
marching society. 
At a news conference prior to 
the dinner, Connally was asked 
about the impact of Watergate 
upon the 
Republicans, 
whose 
ranks he joined after leaving 
the 
Democratic 
party, 
and 
about impeachment proceedings 
against Nixon. 
I think they should proceed 
both in the Congress and the 
Department of Justice,” Con­ 
nally said of investigations un­ 
der way. ‘But it ought **t to 
be done on the basis of politics. 
If the impeachment proceedings 
become clearly partisan, then I 
think we do great damage to 
the American system.” 
He said he felt it is of ex­ 
treme importance to the whole 
American system that “the im­ 
peachment proceedings can pro­ 
ceed very carefuly, very judi­ 
cially to get the facts. I think 
it is the type of action the 
American people are entitled to. 
I 
think 
the last thing 
that 
should happen—it would be re­ 
grettable indeed, a great trag­ 
edy, if these impeachment pro­ 
ceedings 
become 
partisan 
in 
character.” 
Connally said, “ I do not con­ 
sider myself as a candidate” 
for President in 1976 but added: 
“Others 
are 
interested 
and 
available.” However, he did not 
say he would not be a 1976 
presidential candidate. 
When asked what he thought 
of Nixon’s “operation candor” 
in which the President sought 
to be on a more frank and open 
basis 
Connally 
replied: 
“It 
hasn’t been the resounding suc­ 
cess that I would have hoped.” 
He said of his departure from 
the Nixon administration, “I left 
voluntarily. 
When a reporter 
asked if there was any “ chill’

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
wait has been long for John K. 
Snyder on a promised ‘h i g h 
position” in federal government 
and it may be longer still. 
Snyder was going out of office 
as Indiana state treasurer in 
1969 when he announced his can­ 
didacy for U.S. Senate, to op­ 
pose Sen. Vance Hartke, D-Ind., 
but he withdrew in favor of 
then congressman Richard Rou- 
debush in 1970 in a party unity 
move for which he received a 
letter from President N i x o n 
thanking him. 
“I still have the Nixon letter 
thanking me,” Snyder recalled 
in an interview from his new 
home in Hancock County, near 
Wilkinson. Snyder, a widower, 
recently remarried. “But t h e 
commitment I have of a h i g h 
position dates basically back to 
1972 when I resigned as state 
chairman. There was no com­ 
mitment made to me to get 
out of the Senate race.” 
Began Waiting 
Snyder stepped aside as Re­ 
publican state chairman in Feb­ 
ruary, 1972 and said he began 
his wait then for the promised 
high position. However, to some 
observers, the wait goes back 
to the 1970 time when he sud­ 
denly ended a vigorous fight for 
the U.S. Senate nomination so 
the Republican state convention 
could 
unanimously 
nominate 
Roudebush, Roudebush lost to 
Hartke by a razor-thin margin, 
and now has gone on to become 
the second-in-command of t h e 
Veterans Administration. 
Snyder has held some short­ 
term asignments with the U.S. 
State Department in the interval 
since he resigned as Republican 
state chairman but no high fed­ 
eral position has yet materializ­ 
ed for him. But he stressed that 
he still is waiting for the pro­ 
mise to be fulfilled. 
“I have a commitment from 
the 
national 
committeeman 
(Keith Bulen), from the o ld 
state chairman (James Neal) 
and from the state committee of 
a high position,” Snyder said. 
Several jobs have been offer­ 
ed to Snyder and Bulen has said 
that he has tried to fulfill the 
commitment but Snyder still is 
waiting for what he feels was 
promised to him. 
Vacancy Didn’t Exist 
The most recent incident in 
the long wait apparently involv­ 
ed an effort to put Snyder in a 
vacancy that did not exist. Gov­ 
ernor Bowen received a tele­ 
phone call from David Wimmer, 
a member of Nixon’s W h i t * 
House staff, who asked if Sny­ 
der had political clearance for 
appointment as Indiana’s next 
selective service director. Thi* 
is a federal job but normally 
cleared with state oficiáis. 
Bowen said that if there was 
a vacancy, Snyder had his okay

To 2 Presidents, Ex-Aide Says

carry out the orders because he

worried 
about 
Hughes’ 
desire to “ own...politicians 
at 
all levels.” 
Maheu, a former FBI man 
Hughes fired in 1970, said in a 
1,505 - p a g e 
deposition 
that 
Hughes instructed him at least 
three times to make a payment 
of $1 milion to two presidents. 
He said the first request came 
in 
1967 
while 
Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson 
w'as 
in 
office, 
the 
second in 1970 during Richard 
Nixon’s administration. 
The 
suggested. 
$1 
million 
“ payoff" to Nixon apparently 
was unrelated to the $100,000 
contribution 
from 
Hughes 
to 
Nixon’s close friend, Charles G. 
“ Bebe” 
Rebozo, 
in 
1969 
and 
1970. That contribution is being 
investigated 
by 
the 
Senate 
W atergate committee and Spe­ 
cial W atergate Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski.

his $400 million gambling and 
hotel em pire in Nevada.
